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REMARKS 



Claims 1, 2 and 4-43 are pending in the present application. Claim 3 is canceled 
without prejudice. Claims 1, 41, and 42 have been amended. Support for the amendments to 
claims 1 and 41 is found from original claim 3 and throughout the specification (for example, 
please see Figure 3). Entry of the amendments and favorable consideration are requested. 

Election/Restriction 

The Examiner deemed Applicants' arguments against the Restriction Requirement not 
to be persuasive and made the requirement final based on the conclusion that the device 
shown in Figure 3 is not a funnel. Applicants respectfully disagree. 

Applicants note that element 135 of Figure 3 is referred to in the specification (see 
page 9, near the center of the page) as a "clasping funnel" consistent with the common usage 
of the term "funnel" as "a metal chimney on a ship or an engine, through which smoke comes 
out," according to the definition of the term in Oxford Advanced Learner's Dictionary of 
Current English, a copy of which is enclosed as Exhibit A. Therefore, contrary to the 
Examiner's assertion, Figure 3 contains a funnel. As such, Applicants respectfully request 
that claims referring to a funnel be examined with the rest of the pending claims.
